Q: What’s your favorite color, and 
why? 

I feel sort of stylish when I 
wear pink clothes. 

Q: Please tell us a recent concern. 

I’m not getting taller at all... I couldn't 
actually be shrinking or anything, right? 


Q: We often say, “fall is for sports," 
or, “fall is for art," but what would you 
say fall is for, Komari, and why? 

I guess fall would have to be for 
fashion? I wish I could go to the 
department store and buy some clothes. 

Q: What scary thing happened this 
summer? 

A scary thing... The video I watched the 
other day was scary... And the bug that 
appeared out of nowhere was scary... 
And I had nightmares, too... Oh, wait, 

I’m not scared of anything! 

Q: They say fall is for food, so what's 
something tasty you ate recently? 

The crepe I had when we went into 
town was really good. But it takes a 
huge amount of time just to go and eat 
crepes... 

Q: What kind of person is the ideal 
“grown-up woman" you strive to be? 

That person I met a little while ago and 
went to the sweet shop with! I guess 
she came from Tokyo; she was really 
grown-up. 




Q: What’s your favorite dish to have 
with rice? 

I guess that’d be vegetables picked 
from our fields pickled in homemade 
miso. That is the absolute best. 

Q: What’s your favorite kind of 
ramen? 

If it’s instant, tonkotsu, and if we go out 
to eat at a restaurant, then maybe soy 
sauce.

Now I want some ramen. 

Q: What’s your favorite color, and 
why? 

I 
guess I like the color of the rice paddies 
in fall.

Q: Please tell us a recent concern. 

There are no long holidays in fall, so I 
won’t be able to sleep... 


Q: Now that it's November, it’s cooler, 
and I think that makes it easier to 
sleep. What’s the best way to sleep? 

Sleeping all curled up in a thick duvet is 
the best. I could sleep that way forever. 

Q: Of all the times people have 
woken you up, is there any one time 
that made the strongest impression 
on you? 

This isn’t quite the same thing, but once 
I woke up repeatedly and thought it was 
night forever, but it turned out to be a 
sleeping bag over my head. I went to 
sleep in a futon, so it’s still a mystery 
how I ended up in a sleeping bag.

Q: What is the longest period of time 
you’ve ever slept at once?

I want to go to Skytree 
next. That’s the captain of Tokyo 
buildings, right? Crap. 

Q: Please tell us a recent concern. 

I feel like Renge’s looking down on me a 
little. I gotta do something before I end 
up like Nee-chan. 


Q: How do you spend Christmas? 
Just hanging out with my friends. 

Q: What Christmas present were you 
happiest to get? 

I don’t remember being overly happy 
about a present. I'll never forget when I 
wanted a video game and I got a 
reference book, though. 

Q: What surprised you when you first 
came to Tokyo? 

That there are so many buildings 
around Tokyo Station. That freaked me 
out. I was like, who made them all, you 
know? 

Q: Is there any story about Tokyo 
you’d like to tell Renge and the 
others? 

So, like, in Tokyo, there are 
convenience stores right around the 
corner from convenience stores. Do you 
get how amazing that is? Or maybe 
not? 

Q: What’s a must-have item for 
winter in Tokyo? 

I thought that it never snows in Tokyo. 
But it snows like crazy. Shoes that don’t 
slip are maybe a must-have? 




Q: Is there any particularly 
memorable episode from when you 
used to watch Renge when she was 
little? 

I wonder... Maybe the first time she said 
my name. That time, she totally called 
me by name. Although, thanks to 
Natsumi, they all just call me Sweet 
Shop Lady now. 

Q: What are your favorite and least 
favorite foods? 

As long as I have beer and finger food, I 
can't complain. 

Q: What’s your favorite color, and 
why? 

Most of the clothes I usually wear are 
black. It's a safe color. 

Q: What’s your favorite phrase? 

Get rich quick. 


Q: What’s a popular treat at your 
store right now? 

Renge often buys the chocolates in the 
shape of money. 

Q: Do you have a personal favorite 
treat? 

I like spicy snacks better than sweet 
ones. Like suika squid. 

Q: In addition to the sweet shop, you 
also do contract mail order work. 
What’s a product you ordered 
recently that made an impression on 
you? 

Hotaru-chan's mother ordered a 
vacuum cleaner that works 
automatically. Isn’t that, like, crazy 
expensive? 

Q: Do you give Renge otoshidama 
money at New Year's? (If you do, 
how much?) 

Well, Renge’s still in elementary school, 
so about a thousand yen. If I give some 
to Renge, I end up having to give some 
to Hikage, too. 
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Q: What subjects are you best and 
worst at? 

I’m in band, so clearly, I like music. And 
I’m good at history, too.

Q: What are your favorite and least 
favorite foods?
